Ue ¢ svaped, to use a familiar expres- 
sion, With © Uso skin of his teeth Lhe otery as 
originally told, was, that Andersen : bused the 
American people, trom the President down to the 
humblest wood cutter in the ack settlements. 
This is Jonathan’s version; but audi alteram 
pariem isa good maxim. Mr. Anderson has re- 
turned to England, is now in London, and is to 
play for Chapman’s benefit, at the Strand Thea- 
tre, to-night, in Henry Bertram—the same cha- 
racter in which he made so unlucky a dedut on 
the other side of the Atlantic. Every man who 
sets oulona voyage of discovery, keeps a diary of 
his adventures Fortunately for Mr. Anderson, 
he did not omit this prudent course; and, having 
done so, is enadled to justify his conduct to his 
countrymen. F'rom his “ mems” we are enabled 
to make a few extracts, sufficiently characteristic 
of this trans-Atlantic bit of hospitality to a stran- 
ger. He describes the origin of the quarrel 
e.mewhat to this effect. 

Having concluded an advantageous engage: 
ment with Price of the New York Theatre, for 
Mrs. Anderson and himself, they sailed from Liv- 
erpool in July, 1831; on the passage Mr. Ander- 
son's servant complained of ill usuge from the 
stewards, which the master properly resented, but 
the captain afforded him no redress. ‘This was 
not ali; one of the passengers, a “monkey that 
had seen the world’ without acquiring much 
worldly wisdom, though delighting in the proud 
name of George Washington Lee, thought proper 
at table below deck, to use in the presence of Mrs. 
Anderson, language too coarse for _a husband’s 
ear, “Challenge of battle” was offered, but de 
clined by the Washington, who was thereupen 
dubbed “ coward ;” an unenviable distinction in 
any part of the world. Anderson was almost the 
only Englishman of the cabin party, consequent- 
ly had no chance against such odds as were op 
posed to him. “On his arrival at New York, a re- 
port was industriously circulated through the city 
that he had scandalized the whole American peo- 
ple. His reception was tremendous. In his own 
words, “they pelted me with open penknives, 
ae bottles, lemons, cruets, hooks and eyes, 
arge pieces of wood, rotten eggs, chesnuts, door- 
keys, and ladies’ combs.” He stood the “ pelting 
of the pitiless storm” two nights, when he was 
fain to beat a retreat. With the gentles of New- 
York it was evident he had no chance of a fair 
trial. He went on to Boston, when the opposi- 
tion Was again brought to bear against tim, 
through the instrumentality of his quondam 
friend and compagnon de voyage, Mr. Washing- 
ton Lee; and though in the first instance his _re- 
—— was sufficiently flattering, he was compel- 
Ted to make his escape over the roof of the thea- 
tre, and in dropping to the street he was caught 
by a friendly projecting hook, and there hung in

His essay at Baltimore was even more decidedly 
disastrous than at New York. In short, he was 
compelled, as Rob Roy has it, to “ make one pair 
of legs worth two pair of hands.” After encoun- 
tering every species of annoyance and personal 
violence, he quitted the inhospitable States the 
16th June, erying, with Hamlet, “ For England, 
ho!” where he means very shortly to publish his 
remiaiscences.—London Morning Chronicle.

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HEALTH OF THE CITY. 
Since the Board of Health discontinued their 
daily reposts of the cases and deaths by cholera, 
okt Madam Rumor has been actively employed 
in disseminating direful storics of the pestilence 
that have greatly annoyed the timid and the credu- 
lous. We were sorry the regular Reports were 
stopped, aud for the reason that our citizens yet 
in the country, ayd strangers, would be less in- 
clined to venture into town possessed of no data 
when hy to judge of the danger, than they would 
did they know the fall extent of the terrific dis- 
ease. 

We can now judge of the fast retreating de- 
stroyer only by the weekly account of interments 
which always gives the maximum, as all sudden 
and unaccountable deaths are set down to cholera. 
From this we learn that the number of deaths 
were furty-five less lust week than the week pre- 
vious, and physicians assure us that we may ex- 
pect a still greater decrease by the next report. 
Our citizens have so generally resumed their 
wanted avocations, and business has become so 
brisk and so many strangers are now with us, 
that little time is given to vain and gloomy antici- 
pations, while a prudent indulgence in the amuse- 
ments and gayeties of life has thoroughly exter- 
minated those nervous apprehensions which for a 
long time harrassed and enfeebled even the stout- 
est hearts. Safe, however, as every prudent per- 
son may justly consider himself, still it behoves 
us all to be wary and cautious how we suddenly 
throw off those restrictions on our appetites which 
time has now rendered of easy indurance, but by 
a premature unobservance of which, every one 
would expose himself to the extremest hazard. 

As an epedemic the cholera las become almost 
entirely extinct—a few sporadic cases have oc- 
curred, which seemed to be unaccountable, but 
the great majority are clearly attributable to the 
grossest disregard to all measures of prudence ; 
either by the indulgence of the most “ gluttenous 
appetite,” or by going to the extreme limit of a 
drunken debauch. We have little syipathy for 
such, and they deserve none ; when ¢hcy are pret- 
ty thoroughly “used up,” we may expect to hear 
no more of cholera,—’till then, doubtless ‘twill lin- 
ger among us and give Madam Rumor an oppor- 
tunity to run over town, frightening the natives, 
while “ naked Truth is putting on her boots.”

It was ri- 
sing ground; and as the dawn broke, it was cheer- 
ing to behold the fox-hunters faithfully approach- 
ing from different directions, and as they all 
closed to the point of destination, the pack, ‘in 
all its beauty’s pride,’ appeared on the brow of 


the hill. 
———~—‘O what a charming scene! 
* When ali around was gay ; man, horses, dogs ; 
And in each cheerful countenance was seen, 
Fresh blooming health and never-fading joy 


“The taking his drag from the earth, was bril- 
liant beyond common fortune. Like a train, 
which runs off in a blaze, they hardly touched it, 
till they were out of sight. Madman, that uner- 
ring finder, proclaimed the joyful tidings; each 
fox-hound gave credit to the welcome information, 
and they went away in acrash. It wasa perfect 
tumult in Mr. Neustad’s garden; there Reynard 
was found, and he went off at his brush. 

—‘ Where are your disappointments, wrongs, 
Vexations, sickness, cares? All, all are fled, 
And, with the panting winds, lag far bebind.’ 

“In skirting a small covert, in the first mile, 
we divided on a fresh fox; it was a moment of 
imporiance, nothing but prompt, vigorous, and 
general exertion, could repair the misfortune ;, it 
was decisive, and he now faced the commons of 
Carney. Broad and deep was the hound’s drain 
but what can stop fox-hunters? The line had 
been maintained by five couple of hounds; they 
crossed the road, and finding themselves on the 
extensive sod of the common, they began to go 
‘the pace.’ A scene now preseoted itself, which 
nothing but a fox-hunter could appreciate, for its 
beauty was not discernible to the common and in- 
experienced eye. At this period the chase became 
a complete split. The hounds, which had changed 
and had now, from different directions, gained the 
commons, could not venture to run in on the five 
couple without decidedly losing ground, and to 
maintain it, instinet directed them to run on cred- 
it, and, flanking the five couple, the whole pack 
formed a chain of upwards of 200 yards in breast 
across the commons: but as the chase varied 
through the hollows and windings of this beauti- 
ful surface, the hounds on the wings in turn took 
up the fine, and maintained their stations as 
others had done; so well was this pack matched. 
Here we crossed walls that on common occasions 
would have been serious obstacles. The second 
huntsman, on a young horse, following Lord 
Rossmore, called eut, ‘ What’s at the other side 
my lord?’ ‘I am, thank God,’ was the answer. 
In disappearing from the commons of Carney, 
the pack was hunting so greedily, that you'd 


think every dog was hitting. Like an arrow, he 
now passed along by Carrig-a-gown, for the 
woods of Peterfield, in the teeth of the most des- 


perate storm | ever witnessed, of rain, hail, and 
wind! Distress was now evident in the field, for 
notwithstanding the violence of the gale, ‘the 
pace’ was still maintained, and as the fox-hounds 
approached the covert, I thought they had got 
wings. ‘This was the most desperate part of a 
chase—to choose a leap, was to be thrown out— 
the rain beat violently—with difficulty we could 
hold our bridles—the boughs gave way to the 
storm—the light infantry were flying at him, 
and the crash was dreadful. ‘The earths in the 
neighborhood of Peterfield were open, but reynard 
scorned the advantage, and gallently broke amain ; 
he now made for the river Shannon. 


‘Where will the chase lead us bewildered 1 


“ Some object afterwards changed his direction, 
and away with him to Claprior. He crossed the 
~ drain of the lough, and here we left young 

urton Perse sticking, (who had come ‘all the wav | 
from Gal-a-way,’ to enjoy a regular cold bath) he 
went down tai) foremost, ‘and no blame to him.’ 
There was no time for ceremony ; but Tony, who 
knew the depth of the bath well, took his leave of 
him, roaring out, ‘ lil never see your sweet face 
again.’ ‘By G—.’ says the colonel, ‘ you were 
never more mistaken ; [ never saw him more reg- 
ularly at home ; he’s used to this man!’ and trath 
requires me to state that he joined us again, and 
before and after the bath, he rode a capital pace. 
And many was the mile we had still to go, tor 
Reynard seemed little to regard us; and holding 
his head straight, he crossed like lightning by the 
old castle of Arcrony, famous in the annals of 
hunting, and all over its beautiful grounds, and 
over the great hound’s drain into Coolaghoran 
again, for poor Reynard had cast a forlorn look 
towards home at last. There was now a dispo- 
sition to give him his life; what could we do? Old 
Winner was at his brush—his majesty’s guards 
could not have saved him! 

“In running in, Messrs Fitzgibbon and H. 
Westenra took a most sporting leap. A gentleman 
of jockey weight, but who rode well through the 
chase, wishing ne doubt to show us the length of 
his neck, ‘craned at it,’ swore it was the ugliest 
place in Europe, and that a flock of sheep might 
be regularly hid in it. There was a very nume- 
rous field at finding. George Jackson rode, as 
usual, with the hounds; as did Lord Ressmore, 
Col. Eyre, Messrs. Fitzgibbon, Henry Westenra, 
Richard Faulkner, and Burton Perse 

“ Thus ended the most desperate fox-chase ever 
recorded ; desperate from its length, desperate 
trom the pace kept up, and desperate from the 
storm that raged for nearly the last hour, and in 
the very teeth of which Reynard ran; with the 
exception of one short check, the chase was main- 
tained with fury throughout. 

“ There have been longer chases, but no fox 
war ever killed in such style; it was a view hal 
loo for the last two miles.” 

FOX-HUNTING ENTHUSIASM, 

In a fox-chase in Ireland, by the Boyne hounds, 
in 1810, Reynard being severely pressed, “ mount- 
ed the high and craggy rocks which overhung the 
ocean, and gallantly plunged into the waves be 
neath; the hounds caught the view, and rushed 
after him ; the sportsien now approached, envel- 
oped in smoke, their horses covered with foam.— 
Never was there seen more determined and des- 
perate riding they moved like a whirlwind ; the en- 
thusiasm of hunting had reached its highest pitch ; 
a noble struggle for precedency commenced to 
save the fox. Lynch, the hunstman who first ar- 
rived, dashed from the precipice into the sea ; like 
an electric shock, the iapuiee seized the hunters 
as they came up; quick—quick they followed his 
example.” The fox was rescued, and every 
sportsman safely gained the shore. Thus ended 
a sharp chase of eighteen miles, which was run in 
an hour and eighteen minutes. 





Fair Pray.—A fox being hard run in the 
yea of Imber, in Wiltshire, took shelter 
under the covering of a well, and by the endea- 
vors used to extricate him from thence, he was 
precipitated to the bottom, a depth of one hun- 
dred feet. The buck t was let down; Reynard 
laid hold of it, and was drawn up some part of 
the way, when he again fell. The bucket was 
then let down a second time, when he secured his 
situation in it, and was drawn up safe. He was 
afterwards turned off, and fairly beat the hounds. 





THE TIMES AND LIFE IN 





A Lone Ron.—The most remarkable instance 
of the undeviating perseverance of a fox hound on 
record, occurred in Scotland in 1808, near Den- 
keld. On the 8th of Jone, a fox and a hound 
were seen on the high road proceeding at a slow 
trotting pace. A countryman very easily caught 
the fox by running, awd both the fox and the dog | 
were taken to a gentleman's house in the neigh- | 
borhood, where the fox died. It was afterwards | 
ascertained that the Mound belonged to the Duke | 
of Gordon, and that the fox was started on the | 
morning of the king's birtl-day, on the top of the | 
hills called Monaliadh, which separates Badenoch | 
from Fort Augustus. From this it appeared that | 
the chase lasted four dave, and that the distance | 
travelled fiom the place where the fox was un- | 
Leuneled, to the spot where it was caught, with- 
out making any allowance for doubles or crosses, 
and as the crow flies, exceeded seventy miles. 





Cienicat. Fox-Henters.—The most striking 
thing in the whole business, to German eyes, is 
the sight of the black-coated parsons, #@ying over 
meer and ditch. I am told they often goto church 
ready booted and spurred, with the hunting-whip 
in their hands, throw on the surplice, marry, 
christen, or bury, with al! conceivable velocity, 
jump on their horses at the church door, and off 
—tally ho! They told me of a famous clerical 
fox-hunter, who always carried a tame fox in his 
pocket, that, if they did not happen to find one, 
they might be sure of a run. The animal was so 
well trained that he amused the hounds for a time, 
and when he was tired of running, took refuge in 
his inviolable retreat—-which was no other than 
the alter of the parish church. There was a hole 
broken for him in tie church wall, and a com- 
fortable bed made umiler the steps. This is right 
English religion — ‘Tour of a German Prince. 





Marksmen.—Of the precision with which the 
Americans manage the rifle, Priest, in his Tra- 
vels in America, gives the following account, 
which it must be confessed partakes of the mar- 
vellous. He says, “during the late war, in 1775, 
acompany of riflemen, formed from the Back- 
woodsmen of Virginia, was quartered at Lancas- 
ter, in lvew England, for some time. Two of 
them alternately held a board only nine inches 
square, between nis knees, while his comrade 
fired a ball through it, from a distance of one hun- 
dred paces! the board is still preserved ; and I am 
assured by several who were present, that it was 
posteomed without any manner of deception.” 

In October, 1812, James Westwick, the keeper 
of Sir Henry Vane Tempest, being in the gun- 
room at Wynyard, Durham, a hare was observed 
from the window, at a considerable distance, 
which, by the particular desire of Sir Henry, the 
keeper shot at, and killed with a ball, at a dis- 
tance of 155 yards.

The Cincinnati Chronicle tells a long tough 
yarn. as a matter-of-fact story, about a desperate 
rencontre which took place recently on the river 
Hatchee, in Tennessee, between a man six feet 
high, weighing 180 Ibs. and armed with a shoe 
knife, and a feathered monster; and the man was 
most tarnally licked in the first encounter. The 
bird, a great white, bald-headed, feather-rumped, 
10 inch billed, 9 feet winged, 8 feet legged, large 
thighed, turkey-footed, jackass braying songster, 
commencing a furious assault, with beak, wings, 
and claws, upon the poor biped, and fairly forced 
him “to save his bacon” by flight. Our hero af- 
ter taking breath, prepared two cudgels, and 
screwing up his courage to the sticking point, 
again rushed to the battle, where fighting against 
fearful odds until a very coarse shirt was literally 
whipt from his back, he at last succeeded in throt- 
thing this king of boxing birds, and actually gnaw- 
ed his windpipe vn two, before he felt quite sure 
the ugly baste would not “ fight his battles o'er !” 
The Chronicle further informs us, that the body 
and face of the man were examined two months 
after the battle, by a respectable physician, who 
asserts “that the wounds strongly corroborate the 
story :”’ and adds. “ thebird was undoubtedly the 
Whooping Crane.”

SPORTS OF THE TURF. 
We learn from the Montreal Gazette of the Ist 
inst., that the celebrated race horse, Durock, who 
last fall challenged any horse in Canada for £400 
has arrived at the Se Pierre Race Course from 
Upper Canada. Svesey Joun, and several other 
horses, are also in trajping to run at the ensuing 
races, which take place on the Tuesday, Wednes- 
day and Friday of the ensuing weck. 





Lancaster Races.—We learn with regret that 
the Racing Club at Lancaster, Pa. is in danger 
of being dissolved at the close of the approaching 
Fall Races. Such an event would evince a want 
of enterprize and liberality among the breeders of 
horses in Lancaster county which is by no means 
creditable to so wealthy and prosperous a section 
of our country. 








Ripina Pereenvicutar.—A curious and haz- 
ardous performance took place at Dover in 1812 
for a trifling wager, by a gentleman of the neigh 
borhood. There is a shaft excavated in Dover, 
from Snargate-street to the heights, comprising 
one hundred and forty steps, neatly perpendicu 
lar, and much resembling tPove in the Monument 
of London; the gentleman's servant first led his 
master’s horse up to the steps of the shaft, and to 
the astonishinent of every person who followed 
him, he then led the animal to the bottom; after 
this, the gentleman mounted, and arrived safe at 
the top of the shaft, in nearly a trot, by which he 
won the wager. 





TALLY Ho! 

The notes of hounds have a powerful influence 
on any horse thot has been accustomed to follow 
the chase. An instance of this occurred in 1807, 
when the Liverpool mail was changing horses at 
the inn at Monk’s Heath, between Congleton and 
Newcastle under Line. ‘The horses which had 
performed the stage were taken off and separated, 
when Sir Peter Warburton’s fox hounds were 
heard in fullery. The horses immediately started 
after them, with their harness on, and followed the 
chase until the last. One of them, a blood mare, 
kept the track with the whipper in, and gallantly 
followed him for about two hours, over every leap 
he took, until Reynard ran to earth in a neighbor- 
ing plantation. These spirited horses were led 
back to the inn at Monk’s Heath, and performed 
their stage back to Congleton, on the same eve- 
ning. 





Tue Duke or Qveensserry.—One of the 
most celebrated sporting characters of the last 
age, was the Duke of Queensberry. He frequen:- 
ly rode his horses himself, and was generally suc- 
cessful in the race. The duke did not, however, 
confine his love of pastime to ordinary horse rac- 
ing, but executed schemes of expedition till then 
considered impracticable. He once bet a consid- 
erable wager that he would convey a letter fifty 
miles within an hour, without the aid of horses, 
carrier pigeons, &e. ; and this he effected by hav- 
ing it enclosed in a cricket ball, which twenty- 
four expert cricketers transferred to each other; 
by which mears the ball passed more than fifty 
miles within the given time. 

The duke (then Earl of March) made a bet 
with Count O’Tafe, that he would cause a car- 
riage with four horses to be drawn a distance of 
nineteen miles in sixty minutes. As much de- 

nded on the lightness of the machine, Lord 
March caused an ingeuicus coach-maker to con- 
struct a vehicle for the purpose, in which he ex- 
hausted all the resources of his art to diminish 
the weight and friction as much as posvible, and 
silk is said to have been used for the harness in- 
stead of leather. Four blood horses of approved 
— were trained for some time, and two grooms 
of small weight and approved skill provided to 
manage them. The course at Newmarket was 
fixed for deciding this singular natch, which took 
place on the 29th of August, 1750. ‘I'he novelty 
of the project attracted an immense concourse of 
people, and bets to the amount of many thousands 
of pounds were depending. , The postillions 
mouated, and the carriage constructed partly of 
wood and of whalebone, was hurried along with 
unrivalled velocity, and darted within the appoint- 
ed time to the winning post.

Sytvesrsex, in his last Reporter, remarks :—

The same 
distance was done in eleven hours and a half, b 
a black mare, the prope:ty of Mr. Hunt, of Col- 
chester, who was precluded the use of the whip; 
which, however, the noble animal never re- 
quired 

In December, 1819, Mr. Milton engaged that 
he would ride from Gondon to Stamford, a dis- 
tance of ninety miles, in five hours. He started 
at eight o'clock in the morning, amidst a violent 
shower of rain; and in the course of the first hour, 
went twenty-three miles. When he was about 
forty miles from town, he was disappointed in not | 
finding a horse, and was obliged to continue for 
some miles longer on the one he then rode. He, 
however, accomplished his task, and arrived at 
Stamford twenty-five minutes past twelve o'clock ; 
thus winning his wager by thirty-five minutes. 

In 1811, Mr. Seward undertook for a wager of 
five hundred guineas, to drive four-in-hand fifteen 
miles in fifty minutes. At six o'clock in the 
morning he started from Hyde-park corner, to 
the fifieen mile stone near Staines. He perform- 
ed the distance in fifty-three minutes end eoonty 
seconds, and lost the match. } 

In thesummer of 1809, a mare belonging to Mr. } 
Wilson, the livery man, performed a task unpre- | 
cedented in the sporting calendar. The owner of | 
the mare backed her for a wager of 200 guineas, | 
to go fifty miles in three hours and a half, this be- | 
mg at the rate of nearly fifteen miles an hour. 
The animal went off in high condition on the 
Woodford Road, and went above fifteen miles 
within an hour at a steady trot, and continued to 
do the same in the next two hours—the difficulty 
in the performance was to execute the last five 
miles in the half hour, which was nevertheless 
done in four minutes less than the given time ; 
betting was seven to four and two to one against 
the mare. 

Miss Pond, who has been frequently spoken 
of as riding a thousand miles in a thousand hours 
at Newmarket in 1753, did it under circumstan-

STAG-HUNTING IN LIUNGARY, } 
| On the 24th of September, 1818, at ten | 
o'clock in the morning, Prince Paul Ester- 
hazy, attended by a numerous party of 
friends, quitted Misenstadt (a magnificent 
residence of his father, about thirty miles dis- 
tant fron Vienna) to enjoy a stag-hunt, a 
diversion altogether novel in Hungary. At 
eleven, they arrivec in the centre of a beau- 
tiful plain i fiont of the castle, where they 
found the fox-lounds of Lord Stewart, three 
stalls, or carriages containing stags, and a 
humerous assemblage of sportsmen. The 
prince and his party immediately mounted, 
and preparations commenced for turning off 
a stag, wile every heart beat high with 
anxious expectation. At this moment the 
| Princess, attended by several ladies in ba- 
| rouches, dreve up to witness the novel but 
| beautitul sceue. ‘The morning, ‘ with breath 
| all incense, and with cheek all bloom,’ was 
jheavenly. The signal given, the carriage 
| was opened, and the stag stepped forth in all 
jhis native majesty; looking round with a 
} mixture of surprise and contempt, he bound- 
‘ed off in high style. When viewed at the 
| distance of about two miles, the hounds were 
cast off; after a little dashing, they stooped, 
and challenged in good form. ‘ Hark for- 
ward, hark forward, tantivy !” was the cry; 
the crash became general; ahd, alter one

extensive vineyard of Margarthen. The 
hounds were immediately drawn off, to pre- 
vent injury to the vines, and he was driven 
through by the peasants, trotting before them 
in most majestic style. ‘This cleck was am- 
ply compensated (at least to some) by the 
truly interesting spectacle aflorded by the 

icturesque landscape, in which groups of 

eautiful Hungarian maids were reaping the 
rich harvest of Bacchus. 

While regaling on the grateful juice, we 
heard a halloo from the opposite side of the 
vineyard: “hark forward!” was again the 
ery. The stag now faced the fine plain of 

argarthen, over which we went at great 
speed. On approaching a gentle but long 
declivity, we deseried the glassy lake of 
Sultz, which the stag had taken, and was 
now nearly half way «cross the distance from 
on shore to the other, being rather better 
than an English mile. ‘The hounds immedi- 
ately took the water; their noble master, 
Lord Stewart, Prince Esterhazy, Mr. Fitz- 
roy, Mr. Bloomfield, Mr. Weatherby, and 
two English grooms belonging to the prince, 
dashed in along with them. Wij], the bunts- 
man, and Jack the whipper-in, both English- 
men, (recorded with regret,) bolted with the 
Hungarians. The scene was now certainly 
unparalleled in the annals of European sport- 
ing. A stag swimming across a mighty lake 
--a pack of hounds, in full cry, swimming by 
the sides of the horses, encouraged by their 
daring riders. The effort was desperate but 
irresistible; the very water appeared to give 
a tacit consent to the attempt; it was placid 
and perlectly motionless, save a gentle undu- 
lation caused by thousands of wild ducks, 
who scemed to sit in judgment upon the 
rashness of the sportsmen. From the centre 
of the lake the latter beheld the noble stag 
reach the shore, at a moment when an insu- 
rance at Lloyd’s would have been very high 
against their doing so: happily, in a quarter 
of an hour more, their gallant steeds brought 
them safe to land, attended by their mute 
pack of hounds, which had no wind left for 
music.
